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A look back into the past on the eve of welcoming the New Year 1999 


» It seems as though it was only 
yesterday when the staff of The 
Elba Clipper paused to look back at 
events of the past year, 

It is customary, at the end of a 
year, to briefly review the events 
that appeared on the front page of 
The Elba Clipper during 1998.

The Question: 


Dr. Fred Gainous, Chancellor

Education 

Recently the relationship between 
the Alabama State Board of 
Education and the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education 
has been portrayed as a “feud,” or 
as a contest involving “expansion” 
and “duplication,” and as a “costly 
burden to taxpayers.” 

The “feud/expansion/duplica- 
tion/costly burden to taxpayers” 
rhetoric in which this issue has been 
couched is uninformed and mis- 
leading. None of those Is the issue. 
The issue is the legal and constitu- 
tional standing of the State Board of 
Education to serve as the ultimate 
governing authority for Alabama's 
two-year colleges. 

The Alabama Constitution and 
statutes adopted pursuant to the 
Constitution clearly establish the 
State Board of Education as the 
sole, ultimate governing authority 
for Alabama’s two-year colleges in 
all respects. In order for those col- 
leges to continue to be accredited, 
the State Board of Education must 
demonstrate that it is the sole, ulti- 
mate governing authority for two- 
year colleges, and that it protects its 
colleges from  micro-managing 
externa! entities, 

Last year, the Governor and both 
houses of the legislature recognized 
the Alabama State Board of 
Education as the sole governing 
authority for Alabama’s public two- 
year colleges. In his Oct. 15, 1997, 
correspondence regarding this mat- 
ter, the Governor stated, “the 
Legislature intended the State 
Board of Education to be the ulti- 
mate authority in the governance of 
Alabama's two-year colleges . . .” 
He further described ACHE’s rela- 
tionship to the two-year colleges as 

very limited in its scope and 
authority.” 

The issue is not “off-campus” 
instruction. The operation of non 
permanent instructional sites away 


from the two-year college campuses 
is inherent in the mission of two 
year colleges. These sites exist to 
serve the special needs of business 
es, industries and the communities 
in which they are located. It is 
essential that this be done, 

Eighty percent of new jobs avail- 
able over the next decade will 
require a minimum of two years of 
postsecondary education, Seventy- 
five percent of those working today 
will still be in the labor force during 
that time, and will require continu- 
ous higher level training. Taking 
postsecondary training to the people 
who need .t at locations convenient 
to them is one of the keys to 
Alabama's economic future. 

ACHE at its last meeting attempt- 
ed to block the State Board of 
Education's efforts to provide train- 
ing, at the request of the company, 
to International Paper at ils 
Riverdale Mill; to provide sonogra- 
phy training in Montgomery, 
requested by area hospitals; to pro- 
vide computer and secretarial skills

Register With 


Selective Service

Federal law requires all men to 
register with the Selective Service 
within 30 days of turning 18. 
Almost 1.8 million men are 


required to register with the 
Selective Service each year. 
Although late registrations are 


accepted, a man cannot register 
after the age of 26. Failure to reg- 
ister is a felony, punishable by a 
fine of up to $250,000 and/or five 
years in jail. 

Registration is linked to various 
federal and state benefits; for 
example, a man must register in 
order to get federal student loans 
and Pell grants, job training pro- 
grams under the Job Training 
Partnership Act (JTPA), and federal 


jobs in the executive branch of the 


government, even jobs with the 
U.S. Postal Service. Male immi- 
grants who fail to register as 
required cannot obtain citizenship, 

A person can register at a nearby 
post office, through the mail, or on 
the Internet. 

On the Internet, the web site is 
Www.sss.gov. Register by clicking 
on the “Register On-line Now” 
icon, Within 30 seconds you will 
get a number and in about two 
weeks you will get an acknowl- 
edgeiment card in the mail.

Laboratory 
closings 
postponed 


The Ala. Dept. of Public Health 
has announced it is delaying any 
final decision on the closing of its 
division laboratories in Decatur 
and Dothan until April 1999. The 
delay will allow the department, 
working with members of the local 
legislative delegations, to secure a 
supplemental appropriation from 
the Legislature when it convenes 
in March to meet funding short- 
falls within the department. 

The Clinical Laboratories pro- 
vide testing for diseases of public 
health significance such as HIV 
infection and other sexually trans- 
mitted diseases. The Alabama 
Bureau of Clinical Laboratories 
offer diagnostic capabilities 
unavailable in the private sector, 
such as testing for rabies.
